ADDITIONAL EEGULATIONS 
for the Eegister of the Intermediate School Teachers in Ireland, 


Council does hereby, with the approval of 
His Excellency John Denton Pinkstone, Viscount Erench of 
limes, Lord Lieutenant General and General Governor of 
Ireland, make the following additional Eegulations for the 
Eegister of the Intermediate School Teachers in Ireland. 

1. The following ciualifications shall be deemed to be approved 
qualifications for a period of three years from August 1st, 1990, 
for the purposes of Eegulation 2, II. (Permanent Conditions of 
Kegistration : Training in Teaching), and of Eegulation 3, I. 
(Transition Conditions of Eegistration — “ one of the qualifica- 
tions specified in Schedule E. or such other diploma in the theory 
and practice of education ”) of the Eegulations for the Eegister 
of the Intermediate School Teachers in Ireland dated the 27th 
(lay of Eebruary, 1918 (hereinafter referred to as “ the principal 
regulations ”). Provided that for the purposes of Eegulation 
2, n. (Permanent Conditions of Eegistration : Training in 
Teaching), the proof of the qualifications must be accompanied 
by certificates showing the (Jates, duration, and places of the 
period or periods of training in teaching and also the time of 
general educational preparation for a degree or its equivalent : — 

Eoyal College of Science for Ireland : Certificate in the 
Theory and Practice of Education. 

Clongowes Wood College, Go. Kildare : Certificate in the 
Practice and Theory of Education. 

The first-named qualification may, however, be accepted by 
the Intermediate Eclucation Board for Ireland as an- approved 
qualification, for the purposes mentioned above, before August 
1st, 1920. 
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2. The following schools shall be deemed to be recognised 
schools for the purpose of Regulation 2, III., and of Regulation 
3 of the principal regulations : — 

St. Mary’s College, Port of Spain,. Trinidad, British 
West Indies. 

Holy Cross College, Ryde, Sydney, Australia. 

Loreto Convent, Europa Point, Gibraltar. 

Loreto Convent, St. Erancis Xavier’s, Gibraltar. 

3. For the purpose of Regulation 3 of the principal regula- 
tions, the Intermediate Education Board for Ireland may, in 
the case of an applicant producing evidence of teaching experi- 
ence before July 31st, 1920, be satisfied with a less number of 
hours than 300 per year as defined under Regulation 5, I., of 
the principal regulations, provided that the applicant shall have 
taught for the total number of required hours as under Regula- 
lion 3, 1., of the principal regulations within a period extending 
over not more than five consecutive years. 

4. In the case of an epidemic disease occurring during the 
school year, the Intermediate Education Board for Ireland may, 
if they 'think fit, reduce the number of weeks and hours specified 
in Regulation 5, I., of the principal regulations by such number 
as they may consider the circumstances warrant. 

5. These regulations shall be construed as one with the prin-' 
cipal regulations and shall come into force as from the date of 
their approval.
